A Rural Community Problem. 


A recent item of news from Keene is of more than local in- 


terest because it relates to a condition that is by no means 
confined to that locality. 
It is a condition that prevails lo a 


greater or lesser degree throughout the rural sections of New 
England and one that is .causing much anxiety and trouble 
wherever, it obtains. 
, 
. 


The trouble relates to the public schools, and consists in 


difficulty in securing an adequate supply of competent teach- 
ers 
The dispatch from Keene says tliero are, fifty or more 


schools in the st'ale which are without certified teachers and 
that arrangements are being made to fill the places with luijh 
school .students, who will take a brief course of intensive 
training before entering upon their work. 


On the face of if this appears like a practical plan, provided 


a sufficient number of students look favorably on the proposi- 
tion. 
It is clear that something must be clone, for the schools 


.must be kept open if the last straw is not to be added to the 
burdnes of the rural communities. The same (rouble is pro- 
nounced in the mountain towns of Western Massachusetts, 
where there is much difliculty in keeping the schools supplied 
\yitli properly qualified teachers. 
Many that are engaged 


cancel their engageifteiits before taking the schools, and some 
quit in, the course,otvthe lerm. Various reasons are given, but 
it is believed that the chief reason is dial they are oll'ered 
bet- 


ter openings elsewhere and seize the first opportunity to get 
away from uncongenial surroundings. 


Teaching school in the rural communities is not what it 


once was. In the old days these schools were well attended 
and there were pupils su'fiidenlly advanced to keep the teach- 
ers on their' mettle. And country life in those days was dif- 
ferent from what it is now. The ponulalion was larger and 
life was life, even Ihough it was in the country. Today the 
population in mosl remote neighborhoods is small, the schools 
are small and the pupils arc small children. The teachers m 
many inslances'have to board long- distances from the schools, 
and this iiHhe New England winter season means something, 
There' is not the social life, there was in the earlier days, and 
the young women who go into Iliese regions to serve as teach- 
ers liaVe^heir homesick Hours and days.
